Washington. July 23.—Special Com- 


missioner Rockhill at Peking has 
telegraphed the state department an- 
nouncing tnat a plan for the payment 
of the indemnity to the powers by the 
Chinese government finally had been 
adopted.

He walks the streets, 
he rides the parks, he flaunts his iniquity 
in the eyes of the pure. The hag of nn- 
cleanness looks out of the tapestried win- 
dow.

Sometimes it seems to me as if society 


were going back to the state of morals 
of Ilercu'aneum, when it sculptured its 
vileness on pillars and temple wall and 
nothing but tbe lava of a burning moun- 
tain could bide the immensity of crime. 
At what time God will rise up and ejrtir- 
pate these evils upou society I know not, 
nor whether he will do it by fire or hurri- 
cane or earthquake; but a holy Gcd I do 
not think will stand it much longer. I 
believe the thunderbolts are hissing hot 
and that when God comes to chastise the 
community for these sins, against which 
he ha-* uttered himself more bitterly than 
against any other, the fate of Sodom and 
Gomorrah will be tolerable as compared 
with the fate of our modern society, 
which knew better, bet did worse. 


We want about 10,000 pulpits in Amer- 


ica to thuutier, "All adulterers and whore- 
mongers shall have their place in the hell 
that Imrneih with fire and brimstone, 
which is the second death."

We have got to 
understand that iniquity on Columbia 
heights or Fifth avenue or Beacon hill is 
a> dauiuabie in the sight of God as it is 
in the >iuais.

God 
is after it in his vengeance. Yet the pul- 
p;t of tbe Christian church has been so 
cowed 'down on this subject that it hardly 
dares speak, and men are almost apolo- 
getic when they read the Ten Comman'I- 
rneots.

Then look at the fascinations thrown 


around assassination. There are in el! 
communities men who have taken the 
lives of others unlawfully, not as exe- 
cutioners of the law, and they go scot 
free. 
Yon say they had their provoca- 
tions. God gave life, and he alone has a 
right to take it, and he mar take it by 
visitation of providence or by an execu- 
tioner of tbe law, who is his messenger. 
But when a man assumes that divine pre- 
rogative he touches the lowest depth, of 
crime. 


Society is alert for certain kinds of

come, and adjourn and adjourn until the 
community has forgotten all about it, and 
then the prison door opens and the mur- 
derer goes free.

say let the life of the polished murderer j 
go with the life of the vulgar assassin. 
Let as have no partiality of callows. a» 
aristocracy of electrocution chair. Do nut 
let ns float back to barbarism, when every 
man was his own ju«!c», jury and execu- 
tioner, aod that raan had the supremacy 
who hnd the sharpest knife and the 
strongest aroi an-l the quickest step aad 
the «"3l5hi»->t revenge. He who willfully 
and in hatred takes tbe life of another is 
a mur<:erer.

conrt, or modern literature may polish the 
crime until it looks like heroism; bat in 
tbe sight of God murder is murder, and

Brigadier General James F. Smith of 


San Francisco became colonel of the 
First regiment, California national guard, 
in 1SOT. went to the Philippines in 1883. 
became the first American governor of 
the island of Xegros in 1S99 and IB now* 
a brigadier general of volunteers. His 
rapid advancement recalls an incident 
that marked tbe time when he was elect* 
ed colonel. 


The election was held in the evening. 


During the day Mr. Smith, who- is a law- 
yer, was engaged in defending 50 China- 
men charged with gambling. Daring the 
hearing the judge suddenly asked the pros- 
ecutor to point out certain ones of the in- 
dicted Chinamen, who were supposed to 
be standing among the horde of orientals 
in the back of. the room. The prosecutor 
could not and asked Mr. Smith to do so. 
Mr. Smith declined, tie prosecutor in- 
sisted, and the future general, remaining 
de5ant, was sent to jail for contempt of 
court. 
He went to jail late in the afternoon 


and that very evening was elected colo- 
neL The next morning the newspapers 
throughout the state published a brief 
dispatch from San Francisco relating tic 
fact that Mr. James F. Smith had been 
elected colonel of the First regiment. 
The fact that he was also in jail was 
omitted- A friend of Mr. Smith, who 
had gone to Xapa the day before, saw 
the dispatch and immediately sent the 
following congratulatory telegram: 
"The right man. in the right place." 
"When the message was delivered to tbe
